Arabs say Israel blocking

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Arab n^otiators have acoised 
Israel of blocking pro gre ss in tbe 
hfiddle East pern talks, which 
tiiey said made virtually no head- 
way in the first week of the 
CTirent round cd negotiations. 

“The gap seems to be bigger 
every day,” tihe deputy chief of 
the Palestinian delegation, Saeb 
Erakat, said Thursday. 

Israel’s iqiproacfa, he said, was 
one of “dfotatkui, rather than 
negotiation.” 

Dr. Erakat said Israel's stand 
on Jerusalem was leading tbe 
talks down a dead-end road, 
makiog discxission about an Arab 
role in the dty pomtkss. 

However, braeli negotiators 
said it was the Arabs’ feolt if the 
talks had made no porgress. 

A source dose to tire Isradi 
delegation charged the Palesti- 
luans with stalling the talks by 
making unrealistic demands, par- 
ticularly on the fate of Jerusalem. 

Three working groups met 
Thursday in the bOateiiU talks 
witii Palestinians — one devoted 
to drawti^ op of a list of common 
principles, another to water and 
land rights’ and tiie third to hn- 
man rights in the occupied terri- 
tories.

Timing, aims of release of report 
on Jordan-Iraq ties seen ^fishy’

AMMAN — Jordan Friday ques- 
tioned the timing and aims of 
American press reports poblisbed 
Tbni^ay which attempted to 
open “an old file'^ cm Jordanian- 
l^i relations during the Gulf 
war. 

The U.S. State Department, 
on the other band, reqionded to 
tiiose reports by sa^ng that they 
gave no new infonnation that 
would “lead us to reopen an 
investigation that during toe Gulf 
war Jordan shared U.S., allied 
and Israeli intelligence with 
Irra." 

The press reports, which 
apprared in at least three Amer- 
ican newspapers and carried by a 
major-U.S. news agenty, daimed 
that newly-released clasdfied in- 
formation from a congressioDal 
report “confirmed” that Jordan 
was simnltaneously receiving 
American militaty aid and help- 
ing Irra with United States milit- 
ary and intelligence assi^ce. 

Minister of State for Prime 
Ministry Affairs Jawad Anani, 
describe the press reports as “a 
repetition of old daims wtdeb are 
Monndless.” He said the King- 
dom was getting used to ^‘people 
who are irauen^ by prc^Isr^li 
l^by to issue statements like tins 
at certain times.” 

Dr. Anani also smd tiiat die 
riming of the press reports a 
month after tbe information was 
dedassiiied indicates that it “was 
timed” to coincide with His 


Majesty King Hussein's sche- 
dule meeting with President Bill 
Qinton Friday. 

Other Jordanian sources famil- 
iar with toe workings of toe press 
in the U.S. deserilm the timing 
of tbe press reports as “fishy.” 

Tbe sources also added that 
vtone toe press reports implied 
that tiie intonnatkra was impUcat- 
ing Jordan in dandestine deal- 
ings, “Congress is aware of Jor- 
dan’s true activities and is not 
upset with ns.” 

This sentiment was farther 
reitereted by bfichael McCurry, 
toe State Department spokes- 
man, who told reporters Thnis- 
day that tbe former administra- 
tion of President George Bosh 
had “made a very eitoaostiye 
analysis of that information ... 
and tbe resnlt of all that is that 
there was no evtdeoce to verify 
there retorts.” 

The report, prepared by 
General Accounting Office

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Jordan welcomes Bosnian refugees

AMMAN — Nearly 200 physi- 
cally or psycfaologk^y scarred 
Bosnian Muslim refugees ar- 
rived here early Friday and 
were settled to a furnished 
school bunding in the Joffeh 
neighbourhood overlooking 
downtown Amman. 

The .grpnp of 182 men, 
women and ctuldren from 31 
families was flown to Amman 
from the Croatian capital, 
Zaghreb, aboard a diaitered 
Royal Jordanian aircraft. A 
smilar flitot on Sunday will 
bring in toe rest of tbe 420 
refugees that Jordan wiU host 
pen&ig an end to the strife 
among the splinter r^mblks of 
former Yugoslavia. 

Twenty-one of tbe arrivals 
were immediateiy hospitalised 
for treatment; four of tbrai 
suffer from severe nenrotic 
problems, said officials of tbe 
Jordarnan Hashemite Charit- 
able Organisation, chaired by 
His Ro^ Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan, who personally 
received the group at tbe air- 
port at 3 a.m. (see separate 
story). 

The move to By tiie refbgees 
to Jordan for temporary toel- 
ter was mrtiated by His Majes- 
ty King Hussein, who, in a 
March 20 letter to leaders of 
Arab and Mnriim countries, 
called for immediate action to 
end toe conflict in former 
‘Yugoslavia.

A general election must now be 
held within 40 days. 

Mr. Miyazawa, stepped 
down as finance minister amia a 
stocks-for-favours scandal in 
1988, was slapped Friday with a 
no-confidence vote in pariiament 
for bis “lack of leadership.” 

Mr. Miyarawa foiled to deliver 
on his promise to pass four poli- 
tical r efo rm bills, des^ned to 
diininlsh toe influence of money 
in politics, during toe current 
session of pariiament endiDg on 
Sunday. 


toe bDls were introduced in 
March after former (LDP) king- 
maker Sbin Kanemarv, who 
helped bring Mr. Miyazawa to 
po^r in October 1^1, was 
charged with receiving illegal 
largess from a mob-lixiked truck- 
ing empire and concealing dona- 
tions from contractors.

However, she added, because 
this sentence does not appear 
until half-way through the third 
page of the artide, damage has 
been done to the Muslim com- 
mnni^. Because many readers 
often do not ^t post the first 
page, the artide leavers “the 
dw impression that Hamas is a 
terrorist wganisation and that 
Dar Al Hijrah mosque is some- 
how connected to it," she said. 

The artide also makes unsub- 
stantiated links between Hamas 
and a local Arabic radio station 
and the killing of CIA employees 
outside its headquarters in Lang- 
ley.

Imam G.N. Kashif, chairman 
of the Coundl of Imams, said the 
article is a “misrepr^ntation of 
a people, their religion, and a 
way of life."

Dr. Hoskins said Iraqi dMon 
tell him more and more children 
are developing unexplained dis- 
eases in southern Iraq, and he 
speculates the ailments may be 
linked to uranium contamination.

Depleted uranium is what's left 
behind when highly fissionable 
U235 b extiac^ from natural 
uranium for nuclear friel or 
weapons.

The army says its tro o ps fired 
off more than 4,200 depleted 
uranium rounds in Gulf war oom- 
bai.

4I!oiiimuiiist party protests ^insulting’ sermons

AMMAN — The Jordanian 
Commnnist Party (JCP), Thurs- 
day, sent a letter to the Minister 
of Awqaf, Abdul Salam A1 Abba- 
di, protesting die content of ser- 
mons deliv^ed by preachers at 
some mosques. 

The sermons, according to 
Yacoub Zayadin, secretary 
generd of the JCP, were mainly 
comprised of 'iiKwIts and indte- 
ments on different political par- 
ties and Christians.” 

These attacks, the letter 


warned will affect the national 
unity of the country, are uncon- 
stitutional and go against the 
prindples of the Nation^ Oiarter 
of Jordan, wfaidi caDs for equality 
among people of different creeds 
and guarantees freedom of 
thought. 

• "How dare they call for collect- 
ing the Jitya feom Christians ... 
ai^ insult our women and daugji- 
ters and raise doubts about tb^ 
ethics and morab,” JCP offidak 
exclaimed, stressing that these 
statements indicate that the 
preachers are trying to (fifferenti- 


ate between the role of Muslims 
and Christians in the society. 

As for Communists, they have 
been labelled as "Atheists, unbe- 
lievers and hooligans,” Dr. 
Zayadin added. 

"We are sure that these state- 
ments were made. There b no 
dianoe of denying diem. Snne of 
us heard them while atting in our 
homes, through loudspeak- 
ers, and others went to the mos- 
ques and listened to some of die 
preachers,” be added. 

The JCP, in its above- 
mentioned letter, confirmed its 


respect for reUgjous beUeb and 
stressed the important role die 
mosques and churchs could play 
to raise public awareness. But, it 
emphasised that the mosques 
should not be used as an instru- 
ment in the band of one political 
party to gain more popularity at 
the expense of the (tefemation of 
others. 

The letter also stated that the 
preachers’ sermons contradict the 
essence of Islam iriiich ggik for 
foigjveness and flexibility. 

"Such sermons distort the im- 
age of Islam,” Dr. Zayadin said. 


Is occupational therapy graduates 
to provide a ‘much needed’ service

AMMAN — The graduation of 
die second group of occupational 
tberafHSts took place at the Farah 
Centre of ^ Hussein Medical 
Centre last Wediesday, adding 
IS graduates to a field that b 
mudi needed in Jordan, accord- 
ing to Samira Baban of the Cere- 
bem Palty Foundation. 

"No rehabilitation centre .is

"We are planning to upgrade 
tins programme, foat b often 
mistaken for pfayriotherapy, but 
wfaidi b not at all like pbyriotber- 
^y, "Princess Majdb said. 

"Unlike physiotherapy, which 
deab with rehabilitation of the 
lower Hmbs mainly, occupational 
therapy deab wift the upper 
limbs. Spedfically, occupational 
dier^^ b the treatment of pa- 
tients who have been bora di&- 
abled or have suffered a stroke, 
affecting mostiy the upper limbs. 
Occupational dierapy helps so<h 
patients deal whh everyday fiving 
activities that we take for 
granted, such as bow to dress 
yourself and bow to hold a qioon. 
Occupational therapists must 
have the creativity to be aUe to 
deal urith these pr^lems in diffe- 
rent patients,” she said. 

United Nations estimate men- 
tions diat 10 ^ cent of every 
sodety suffers nom.some kind 61 
handi^ whidi makes the posa- 
ble nimiber of patients in Jordan 
300,000, possibly requiring a 
great deal of equipment But Dr. 
Baban sa^^ otiterwise. 


"In the occupational dierapy 
programme,* the students are 
tau^t CO make do with what is 
available around them. They 
must be creative enough to make 
toys thniselves and to make spe- 
dal diaiis, to dte two examples. 

Students learin to do their work 
with what b available in the 
community so that soon we w^ 
depend le^ and less on imported 
materiab,” Dr. Baban said. 

She added that the Genera 
-Union -of -Voluntary Societies 
(GUV^), and tbe Fato Rehabi^ 
htation Centre have been greaf 
sofiporters of thb {nogrammeV 
birt graduates from thb program- 
me have not been able to find 
eroiirfoyment in governmental in- 
stitutions.

says parties fall short

AMMAN — Jordanian political 
parties, lacking an attractive poli- 
tical programme and mass follow- 
ing, fell short of reflecting the 
wide political spectrum of the 
countiy and ib representatives in 
Pailiament, said Hani Hourani, 
adent of A1 Urdun A1 Jadid 
(ew Jordan) Research Centre. 
At lecture Thursday evening at 
the Abdul Hamid Shoman 
Foundation, Mr. Hourani said a 
total of 22 putitt are expected to 
be licensed in time to partidiiate 
in tbe next parliamentary Sec- 
tions. Aldiough the number b 
considered large for Jordan's 
small {X>{mlation, it b significant- 
ly less than the actual number of 
parties present in thb country, 
uriiidi are estimated to exceed 60, 
Mr. Hourani added. 

The current licensed parties, 
according to Mr. Hourani, do not 
manifest the true strength and the 
siqiport of the Islamist, centrist, 
pm-Arab and leftist movemenb; 
diere are many parties tot are 
either not sufficiently organist 
to receive a licence or that do not 
wish to {lartidpate in the current 
political system. 

So far, he stressed, the charac- 
teristics and tralb of political 
{larties, especially the centrbt 
ones, have not formulated 
and dissentions are expected to 
occur; tacreasing the tdeeady 
large iramber of parties. 

fri addition, Mr. hourani said, 
dassifying parties in Jordan is a 
differ^ task, mainly because 
many of them are new and need 
time in order to develop a spedd 


“identity.” 

Although most parties label 
themselves as centrist, he stated 
that in studying the 19 licensed 
parties an outline may be drawn 
for five political streams. 

The first and strongest, Mr. 
Hourani said, is the Islambt 
stream, whidi includes two cur- 
rent licensed parties — the Isla- 
mic Action Front and Arab 
Democratic Islamic Movement. 

Second, he said, is the 
“conservative/traditiond stream 
with a tribal and rural back- 
ground.” Thb stream, according 
to Mr. Hourani, includes five 
parties — A1 Ahd Party, to 
Jordanian National Alliance, the 
Awakening Party, Ai Watan 
(Homeland) Party and the Popu- 
lar Unity Party — the first four of 
vdiich have a Jordanian base and 
the fifffi, a Palestinian one. 

Third, the liberal centrist 
stream, Mr. Hourani said, repre- 
senb the upper and upper middle 
classes and includes three parties 
— AI Mustakbal Party, the Party 
for Justice and Progr^ and the 
Democratic Arab Unity Party. • 

Fourth, he said, b the pan-' 
Arab stream, which so fer in- 
cludes only two parties, the 
Jordanian Socialist Arab Baath 
Party, which b seen as being close 
to to Baath in Iraq, ai^ to 
Progre^ve Arab Baath Party, 
whidi b seen to be dose to its 
counterpart in Syria. 

E’ifth, according to Mr. Houra- 
ni, b to leftist stream which can 
be divided into two groups, those 
with Communist roots — tbe 
Jordanian Commonbt Party, the 
Jordanian Democratic Socialist 


Party and the Freedom Party — 
and those with Palestinian roots 
— the Jordanian Democratic 
Popular Unity Party, the Jorda- 
nian Democratic People’s Party, 
and the Jordanian Democratic 
P r o gre s si ve Party. 

Other methods for dassifying 
Jordanian political parties are: 
old versus new, ideology versus 
political programmes and Jorda- 
nian versus Palestinian, be sdd. 
These clasdfications tend to coin- 
dde. 

For instance, Mr. Hourani 
said, to new centrist parties are 
usually programme {laities, while 
the older Islamist, leftist and pan- 
Arab parties seem to be bued 
around an ideology. 

dassifying the parties may 
serve as a mechanism ^ dif- 
ferentiating one fiarty from the 
next, he said, explaining that they 
‘keem” to have simflar features, 
pro^xunmes and literature re- 
garding their loyalty to the Arab 
and Islamic worlds and their com- 
mitment to the Pal es tinian cause 
and to to strengthening of demo- 
cracy. _ . . . . — 

These parties, in general, tend 
to be centralised and focus 
around individuals, Hourani 
asserted. Until today, politick 
parties have not succeeded in 
drawing in to puUic; altogether 
{larty membersmp composes less 
ton one per cent of tiie society. 
Women, in partiailai, he said, 
except for leftist {larties, are vir- 
tually absent from the {lolitic^ 
scene. 

The alienation of ptoical par- 
ties has botii tustorical recent 
causes, Mr. Hourani asserted. 


Hbtorically, be said, parties have 
received negative propaganda 
and were continuously slandered, 
in addition, according to Mr. 
Hourani, party members were 
subject to imprisonment and 
harassment. 

Recently, despite tiie legalisa- 
tion of pouticai parties, they con- 
tinue to be looked down upon 
and are not given, by the author- 
ities, the same level of import- 
ance as other institutions, be said. 

In addition, the parties have 
also failed in changing cfaeir nega> 
live image and in presenting 
themselves as necessary for the 
pohticai process, Mr. Hourani 
maintain^. 

The absence of popttiar politic- 
al programmes, the alienation of 
some parties from the problems 
of the society and to difficulty in 
differentiating between the pre- 
sent parties are other reasons for 
the iack of mass following. 

Mr. Hourani concludes by seat- 
ing that the representation of 
these parties in the up$»ming 
Parliament will depend mainly on 
to cl^on law at the time. 

But, he added that “no matter 
what to outcome of the election 
will be the process itself will be a 
good opportunity for the political 
parties to examine their mottos 
and to response of tiie public to 
their programmes and to gain 
their own identities. 

The election results will, with- 
out doubt, change to political 
party chart in Jordan, some will 
disappear and others will become 
stronger ... but in any case, the 
chart will b^ome a more repre- 
sentative one.” 


Democratic freedoms, no licence to 
violate law, expose persons 


AMMAN (Petra) — Democratic 
freedoms are not a licence nor 
pennissioD to violate the law or 
CoDstitntion, neither are they a 
licence or permbsion to exp^ 
government, national or pan- 
Arab institutions or person, 
mamtained, acting Prime Minister 
and Information Minbter Maan 
Abu Nowar Thursday. 

SiKaking at a meeting with the 
president and members of to 
Jordanian Press Association 
(JPA), Dr. Abu Nowar said 
democratic freedoms ^ tbe 
strongest and fairest bases for the 
state of institutions and law, 
which ensure freedoms to all, 
mtbout violating the freedoms of 
odiers. 

He stressed that such freedoms 
should not be utilised to spread 
rumours or promote semi-fects. 
He said he would not interfere in 
any kind of democratic freedoms, 
adtog tot hb duties make it 
incumbent on him to protect free- 
dom ^inst any viol^'ons taking 
place in to name of freedom of 


democracy. 

Dr. Abu Nowar voiced his con- 
fidence in the JPA and in each 
Jordanian journalist. 

“There is no need for me to call 
on any jouraaUst or on tiie JPA to 
defend the interests of the coun- 
try and the Arab homeland, be- 
cause I believe every Jordaunian 
journalist is a leading defender of 
the light, honour and dignity of 
our homeland." 

He added that every Jouraalist

New activist role for 


U.N. peacekeepers

UNITED NATIONS — At least 
^ Somali demonstrators are kil- 
led by United Nations troops in 
Mogadisfaa. 

Additional casualties are 
caused when American-piloted 
U.N. gundiips strike arms dumps 
bekNiging to one of Somalia's 
dnef wailords. 

A few days eaiiier, British 
U.N. troops kill two Croats 
attadung a convoy trying to bull- 
dare so^dimtliitKigh to besieged 
MusHms in Bosnia. 

Welcome to the new world 
order, where the United Nations, 
intended as a. peacemaker, is in- 
creasingly playing a shooting 
role. 

Instead of firing back only 
when fired upon — and then with 
great reluctance — U.N. forces 
now often have a mandate to take 
file initiative. 

. In <fiiri(Haatic parianoe, the dif- 
ference b betw^ pearekeeping 
— Mddassimiesmereisalrredy 
a peace fo keep — and peace- 
m^ng, vAere peace has to be 
enforora. 

. Underiymg the change is the 
feet that, anre the end of the cold 
war, tbe United Nations has be- 
come increasin^y involved in 
trying to establish or maintain 
peace within, rather than be- 
tween countries. 

In tbe ‘‘bad old days.” U.N. 
invdvement in a country’s internal 
afiaiis was usuaOy out of bounds 
ance rival factions often aaed as 


surrogates for the power blocs led 
by the United States and the 
then-Soviet Union. 

In those days, U.N. 
peacekeeping was relatively sim- 
ple. When two countries went to 
war, the Security Council would 
meet, order a ceasefire and send 
in troops to serve as a buffer 
between the opposing armies. 

U.N. peacekeepers patrolled 
the Sinai desert between the 
Egyptians and Israelis, kept 
watch along the India-Pakistan 
ceasefire line or between Iran and 
Iraq. 

When problems arose, the Un- 
ited Nations could turn to one or 
other of the governments in- 
volved and demand a halt to 
ceasefire violations. 

More recently, in Somalia and 
Yugoslavia as well as in Namiba, 
El Salvador. Angola and Cambo- 
dia, the United Nations was given 
the task of bringing peace to 
nations which either 1^ no func- 
tioning government or were torn 
by internal strife. 

Only hours after gunmen 
ambushed and killed 23 Pakistani 
U.N. soldiers in Mogadishu on 
June 5, the Security (^uncil said 
the force known officially ^ the 
U.N. Operaiioa in Somalia (UN- 
OSOM U) was authorised to “take 
all necessary measures against all 
those responsible for the anned 
attacks.” 

This included their "arrest and 
detention for prosecution, trial 
and punishment.” the resolution 
affirmed. 

In tbe former Yugoslavia, the 
U.N. Protection Force (UNKIO- 


FOR) has also been acting under 
an increasingly tough scries of 
mandates. 

The latest, adopted on June 4 
and designed to protect six large- 
ly Muslim-inhabited "safe areas," 
authorises U.N. troops "to take 
the necessary measures, including 
the use of force" — and air power 
— in reply to bombardments or 
incursions a^inst those areas. 

Secretary-General Boutros 
Ghali, in Vienna, expressed re- 
gret at the killing of demonstra- 
tors in Somalia by Pakistani U.N. 
troops on Sunday but praised 
efforts to (Usaim ^mgs that have 
plagued efforts to bring aid and 
stability to that famine-stricken 
nation. 

A U.N. spokesman in New 
York said Somali faction leaders 
had "recklessly resorted to incit- 
ing crowds to tiireaten the secur- 
ity of the UNOSOM troops and 
used women and children as hu- 
man shields.” 


IN the Third Afto-Asian World 
there have been and there are 
two sorts of leaders, who may be 
designated as “western men" and 
"men of the West”, and despite 
the similari^ of nomenclature 
they stand for quite different, 
even antagonistic attitudes and 
policies. 

The "western men” are those 
who in their culture and life-style 
are "westernised" and in some 
cases veiy deeply so and not just 
as a western veneer. The ar^e- 
typal example was Jawaharlal 
Nehru, who, after his schooling 
and university and law studies in 
England, had to settle down and 
study to become fluent in Hindi 
(though his spoken language was 
really Hindustani). Maulana 
Kaiam Azad once expressed his 
surprise and disappointment 
when be heard Nehru, then his 
ccH-mate in jail, talking in his 
sleep in English. Nehru was a 
lover of En^ish poetry and car- 
ried around in his head large 
chunks of English verse and he 
was also a lover of western clas- 
sical music and ballet. And no 
one who has had the dubious 
honour of partaking of Pandilji's 
Strictly En^ish-style breakfast is 
ever likely to for^t that gastro- 
nomic obstacle rare. 

De^tc all this Nehru was the 
antithesis of a "man of the West" 
for these believe, most of them 


Mozart. 

Because of Ws family connec- 
tion with the Prophet Moham- 
mad and the role he has choren 
for himself in Arab history.

tical ethos, thou^ it is probably 
well on its way. 

But there are several Asian 
countries which have had both 
types of leaders. In Egypt, there 
was Gamal Abdul Nasser, whom 
the West named its sworn enemy, 
and y^, when working in his 
study in his modest home, he 
;.used to have, as background 
-music, the flute concert! of 


The Egyptian “man of the 
West" was. par exceljence, 
Anwar Sadat, wbo, while he 
would not have known whether 
Mozart was a composer or a 
brand of German motor car, was 
the West's all-too-loyal ally and 
therefore a friend of Israel, that 
other local ally of the West. 

In Pakistan. Mohammad Ali 
Jinnah in his immaculate suits 
and monocle and “corespon- 
dent’s" shoes, was very much a 
"western man" but, like Nehru, 
was too proud to be a man of the 
West, like his successors from the 
ranks of the army, such as Gener- 
al Ayoub Khan. In Pakistan, as in 
India, it was the Sandhurst- 
trained generals who had the 
pro-westem inferiority complex 
which someone like General Zia 
A1 Haq certainly did not have. 
He was too much of a "native" 
Muslim and also too shrewd to do 
anything more than use the West, 
especially the U.S.. for his and 
Pakistan's purposes. 

The sharpest contrast between 
the two types is observable in 
Indonesia between President 
Sukarno, erratic, devious and a 
sensualist, but always his own 
man, and thus very different from 
the steady, sober General Suhar- 
to, rafely ensconced in the Amer- 
ican pocket. 

There can be a certain amount 
of movement by leaders from one 
type to the other, from "western 
man” to “man of the West" 
rather than the other way round, 
but then this transformation may 
have more to do with the self- 
confidence of the ruler and his 
education in the ways of the West 
than his political orientation. 
Who would have imagined that 
the anthropologically authentic 
Kikuyu and Kenyan Jomo 
Kcnyatta would have become a 
luxury-loving man of the West, as 
is his successor President Daniel 


and not "men of the West” as was 
the third president, George Vas- 
siliou, a millionaire busine^an 
who had a touching fahb in the 
gorxtwill of Britain and tbe U.S. 

U) help solve the Cyprus problem 
created by the invasion of tiie 
Uland by Turkey, the West's ally: 
a faith that, so far, has not been 
justified by events. 

TTiese two types of leadersV- 
could be found presently, and in 
the recent past, tbrou^out the 
Third World — in Malayria and 
Sri Lanka, in East and West 
Africa and in Arab North Africa: 
it would seem to be a fixed 


politico-psychological pattern 
and it is for diplomats and scho- 
lars to identi^ and classify them 
according to their deep personal- 
ity types. 

Why some of these leaders are 
of one type and some of the other 
would seem to be a matter of 
individual personality and experi- 
ence. It does not fit into the old 
cold war categorisation with tbe 
pro-West on the right and the 
anti-or non- West on the left b^;. 
cause Nasser and Makarios wer« 
no leftists. Nor is it a matter of 
cultural affinity determining poli- 
tical loyalties because, as we have 
seen, non-wesiemised leaders 
were pro-West and westernised 
individuals were independent of 
the West. 

That world politics is now un- 
ipolar does not invalidate this 
categorisation because the One 
World Power still has its friends, 
its foes and those who want to 
stand apart, whidi more and 
more countries are trying to do as 
the One World Power becomes 
more demanding and 
domineering.

Fu^ermore, no disctinction shall be made m the basis of 
political, juris^ctional or international status of the country or 
territory to which a person belongs, whether it be independent, 
tmst, non-self-goveming or undeT any other limitation of 
soverei^ty.

No one shall be subjected to arbitrary interference with bb 
privacy, family, home or correspondence, nor to attacks upon his 
honour and reputation. Everyone has the right to tiie protection 
of the law against such interference or attacks. 

ARTICLE 13 

1. Everyone has the right to freedom of movement and 
residence within the borders of each state. 

2. Ereryone has the r^t to leave aiq^ oountry, including to 
own, and to return to to country. 

ARTICLE 14 

1. Everyone has the right to seek and to enjoy in other 
countries asylum from persecution. 

2. Thb right may not be invoked in the case of prosecutions 
genuinely arising from non-political crimes or from acts contrary 
to the purposes and principles of the United Nations. 

ARTICLE 15 

1. Everyone has the right to a nationality. 

2. No one shall be arbitrarily deprived of hb nationality nor 
denied the right to change to nationality. 

ARTICLE Iti 

1. Men and women of full age, without any limitation due to 
race, nationality or religiOD, have the right to marry and to found 
a femily. They are entitled to equal rights as to marriage, during 
marriage and at its dissolution. 

2. Nforriage sb^ be entered into only with the free and full 
consent of the intending spouses. 

3. The family b the natural and frmdamental group unit of 
society and b entitled to protection by society and the state. 


ARTICLE 17 

1. Everyone has the right to own property alone as well as in 
association with others. 

2. No one shall be arbitrarily deprived of hb property. 

ARTICLE 18 

Everyone has the right to freedom of thought, conscience and 
religion ;tto right includes freedom to cfaan^ to religion or 
belief, and freedom, either alone or in community with others and 
in public or private, to manifest bis reli^on or telief in teaching, 
practice, wor^p and observance. 

ARTICLE 19 

Everyone has the right to freedom of opinion and expression; 
this right includes freedom to hold ofHnions without intmerence 
and to seek, receive and impart infonnatimi and ideas throu^ 
any media and regardless of ftontiers. 

ARTICLE 20 

1. Everyone has the right to freedom of peaceful assembly and 
association. 

2. No one may be compelled to belong to an association. 

ARTICLE 21 

1. Everyone has the right to take part in the government of to 
country, directiy or through freely diosen representatives. 

2. Everyone has the right of equaJ access to public service in hb 
oountry. 

3. Tlie will of the people shall be the basis of the authority of 
government; tbb will sfodl be expressed in periodic and genuine 
elections which shall be by universal and equal suffr^ and shall 
be held by secret vote or by equivalent free voting procedures. 

ARTICLE 22 

Everyone, as a member of society, has the right to social 
security and b entitled to realisation, through national effort and 
international cooperation and in accordance with the organisation 
and resources of each state, of the economic, soda! and cultural 
rights Indbpensable for his dignity and the free development of 
his person^ty. 

ARTICLE 23 

1. Everyone has the right to work, to free choice of employ- 
ment, to just and favourable conditions of work and to protection 
against unemployment. 

2. Everyone, without any discrimination, has the right to equal 
pay for equal work. 

3. Everyone who worics has the right to just and favourable 
remuneration ensuring for himself and his family an existence 
worthy of human dignity, and supplemented, if necessary, by 
other means of sociad protection. 

4. Everyone has the right to form and to join trade unions for 
the protection of hb interests. 

ARTICLE 24 

Everyone has the right to rest and febure, including reasonable 
limitation of working hours and periodic holidays with pay. 


ARTICLE 25 


1. Everyone has the right to a standard of living adequate for 
the health ^ well-l»ing of himself and of to family, including 
food, clothing, housing and medical care and necessary social 
services, and the right to security in the event of unemployment, 
sickness, disability, widowhood, old age or other lack of 
livehliood in circumstances beyond his control. 

2. Motherhood and childhood are entitled to ^>ecial care and 
assistance. All children, whether bom in or out of wedlock, shal l 
enjoy the same sodal protection. 

ARTICLE 26 

1. Everyone has the right to education. Education shall be free, 
at least in the elementary and fundamental stages. Elementary 
education shall be compubory. Technical and professional educa- 
tion shall be made generally available and hi^er education shall 
be ewaliy accessible to all on the basis of merit. 

2. Education shall be directed to the foil development of the 
human personality and to the strengthening of respect for human 
ri^ts and fundamental freedoms. It shall promote understanding, 
tmerance and friendship among all nations, racial or religious 
groups, and shall further the activities of the United Nations for 
the maintenance of peace. 

3. Parents have a right to choose the kind of education that shall 
be given to their diildren. 

ARTICLE 27 

1. Everyone has the right freely to participate in the cultural life 
of community, to enjoy the arts and to share in scientific 
advancement and its benefits. 

2. Eve^one has the ri^t to the protection of the moral and 
material interests resulting from any sdentific, literacy or artistic 
production of which he is the author. 

ARTICLE 28 

Ev^one is entitled to a sodal and international order in which 
the rights and freedoms set forth in thb declaration can be fully 
realised. 

ARTICLE 29 

1. Everyone has duties to the community in which alone the 
free and full development of his personality is possible. 

2. In the exerdse of hb rights and freedoms, everyone shall be 
subject only to such limitations as are determined by law solely for 
the purpose of securing due recognition and respea for the ngh ts 
and freedoms of others and of meeting the just requirements of 
morality, public order and the general welfare in a democratic 
sodety. 

3. These rights and freedoms may in no case be exercised 
contrary to the purposes and prindples of the United Nations. 

ARTICLE 30 

Nothing in this declaratison may be interpreted as implying for 
any states, group or person any right to engage in any activi^ or 
to perform any act aimed at the d^tiuccion of any of the rights 
and freedoms set forth herein.

World Conference on Human Rights

THE DRAFnNG COMMIT- 
TEE of tile World Conference on| 
Human Rig)its diargdd witii the 
adc^on of the final declaration 
became bogged down on two 
fundamental issues. The subject 
of the right to self-determination 
and the subject of linking econo- 
mic aid with respect of the human 
ri^ts. The controversy over the 
scope of the right to self- 
determination ensued from the 
thesb of the Asian group which 
wishes to to the tr^tional 
perception of the right to self- 
determination by appl]ing it only 
in of foreign occupation or 
domination or colonial rule. 

The Western group, on the 
other hand, seeks to expwd the 
purview of thb right to indude 
independent and sovereign states 
where tiie people concerned are 
denied their right to self- 
determination not exerdsing 
their periodic voting rights for the 
election of their representatives. 

Many developing countries 
without pluralistic democracy are 
feeb'ng the heat of the new West- 
ern thrmt for the expansion of 


:the dimensions - of the right to 
■ selF-detennuiation and fear that 
sudi a formulation could be an 
invitation to their dismember- 
ment and the loss of tbeir territo- 
rial integrity should sizable 
minorities within their bound- 
aries opt to form tbeir own re- 
spective independent states. 

To "allay the of t6e~ooun- 

tries concerned about their 
soverei^iy and independenoe, 
the Paldstani delegaticm moved 
to introduce langnagg that re- 
sulted in complicating the situa- 
tion. The leadST of tte Pakistani 
delegations, in the drafting com- 
mittee introduced the following 
wording for the purp^. **The 
exerdse of thb ri^t within inde- 
pendent states should not have as 
its objective the calling into ques- 
tion of the territorial integrity of 
sovereign and independent states 
possessed of a government legiti- 
mately representing the udiole 
pMple belonging to the territory 
without any dbtinctioD of any 
kind.” Thb Pakistani formulation 
caused an outcry among states 


such as Syria and Iraq which 
questioned-the criteria on which a 
l^venunent can be described as 
le^timate or not. 

If a certain government cannot 
be arbitrarily depicted as illegiti- 
mate then its territorial integrity 
can no longer be assured; so 
reasoned the opponents of this 
thesb. After two lengthy days of 
deliberations, there emerged a 
middle course calling for the use 
of tiie language of the Interna- 
tional Covenant on Civil and 
Political Rights which states in its 
first article that “all peoples have 
tiie right of self-determination. 
By virtue of tiiat right they freely 
detennine tbeir political status 
and freely pursue tbeir ecoDOoiic, 
sodal and cultural development.” 

By ii^lication the reading of 
thb artide suggests that not only 
people under occupation or foie- 
^ domination are entitled to the 
rigbt of self-determination. 

Thb necessarily means that 
people in independent states 
must oontimie to exercise the 
ri^ to self-determination. This 
fonnulatioa b expected to be- 
adopted since more than 120 
countries already have ratified-

BRUSSLES (AFP) — The Euro- 
pe Coniinumt\'’s lEC’s) cnm« 
bined ewnomy will shrink 0.5 per 
cent this year, tind stace a weak 
recovery of 1.25 per cent 
growth in 1994, EC Finance 
Commissioner Henning Christ' 
ophersen has said. 

Presenting the updated sum- 
mer estimates of the European 
Commission, he forecast that un- 
employment couid accelerate 
beyond 12 per cent in 1994, up 
from an official estimate of 11.5 
per cent just four months aqo. 

'this means about 20 million 
people out of work. Mr. Christ- 
ophersen said the unemployment 
rates would not begin to fall until 
annual growth rates reached 2.5 
to three per c«nt. 

The estimates reflect a drama- 
tic deterioration in economic 
prospects, and the first decline in 
real EC growth since iv^75. 

In February the commUsion 
had forecast that average gross 
domestic p^roduct (GDP) in the 
12-'.iation EC would grow 0.8 per 
cent this year and 1.8 per cent in 
1994. Just 12 months ago it was 
predicting 2.25 per cent ^owth in 
1993. 

Mr. Christophersen wa.-ned 
EC member states against tiying 
to spend their way to recovery by 
raising budget deficits and public 
debts. 

“There is no room for an in- 
crease in public deficits. The most 
important thing now is to pave 
the way for a nirther lowering of 


interest rates,'* the commissioner 
said. 

To do this, he added. EC 
governments would have to cut 
spending, make labour cheaper 
and more productive, improve 
training, and boost competitive- 
ness through lower state sub- 
sidies. 

Mr. Christophersen also urged 
member states to streamline the 
ECs single market and maintain 
exchange rate credibility by stick- 
ing to their project for economic 
union and a single currency by 
1999. 

He insisted that the Commun- 
ity should not relax its conditions 
for membership of a single cur- 
rency bloc, which include cutting 
back national debts and pegging 
budget deficits to a maximum 
three per cent of GDP. 

Average EC budget deficits are 
c.xpected to average a record 6.25 
per cent of GDP in 1993 — far 
above the monetary union target 
of three per cent. 

The EC's growth and unem- 
ployment crisis will be one of the 
main topics at an EC summit in 
Copenhagen next Monday and 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Christophersen said that 
enlargement of the EC to include 
Sweden. Norway. Finland and 
Austria, and closer integration 
with eastern Europe and the for- 
mer Soviet Union, would help 
growth prospects, along with 
tjATT world trade reform. 

“Not withstanding the weak- 


ness of demand, only modest 
progress is being made in reduc- 
ing inflation, still averaging 4.25 
per cent in 1993," the commission 
said. Inflation is expected to fall 
to 3.75 per cent next year. 

ft said that the EC slid into reces- 
sion in the second half of 1992 
and that its economy would 
shrink further in the first half of 
1993, level off in the second haif 
of the year and start improving in 
mid-19^. 

The commission predicts that 
recession this year will be worst in 
western Germany, with GDP 
shrinking by 2.S per cent (two per 
cent for Germany as a whole). 
Other shrinking economies are 
Belgium (down 1.25 per cent). 
France (down 0.75 per cent), and 
Spain and the Netherlands (down 
0.5 per cent). 

Denmark and Italy are likely to 
record zero growth, with positive 
growth in Ireland (2.25 per cent), 
Britain (1,5 per cent), Luxem- 
bourg (one per cent), Greece 
(0.75 per cent) and Portugal (0.5 
per cent). 

The commission expects 
growth to speed up next y^r in 
Britain, Denmark and Ireland 
(2.5 per cent), Luxembourg (two 
per cent), Italy. Portugal and 
Greece (1.5 per cent), Spain 
(1.25 per cent), the Netherlands 
and Belgium (one per cent) and 
France (0.75 per cent). It expects 
zero growth for western Ger- 
many and 0.5 per cent growth for 
Germany as a whole. 


Services export reduces U.S. 
trade deficit by 11.7 per cent 


WASHINGTON (AP) — An in- 
crease in foreign customers iTor 
U.S. services like banking and 
travel helped shrink the overall 
U.S. trade deficit by 1 1 .7 per cent 
from January through Mardi. the 
government has said. 

‘*The U.S. trade in services has 
become extremely important in 
our international trade statement 
and performance,*' said econom- 
ist Allen Sinai, an economist and 
managing director at Lehman 
Brothers financial firm. “Services 
export raises a dollar of foreign 
exchange just as much as a goods 
export." 

The first-quarter deficit in the 
U.S. current account totaled 
S20.91 billion, the Commeice 
Department said. That was down 
from S23.69 billion during the 
final three months of 1992. when 
the deficit jumped 33.3 per cent. 

The current account is consi- 
dered the broadest measure of 
America*s international competi- 
tiveness because, unlike the 
monthly merchandise trade re- 
ports. it also tracks trade in ser- 
vices and investment flows be- 
tween the United States and 
other nations. 

Commerce Secretary Ronald 
Brown acknowledged the grow- 
ing role of services in the U.S. 
econo^ and said the Ointon 
administration is taking action to 
support that sector.

says economy could 
more than expected 


BONN (R) — The west German 
economy will shrink even more 
this year than was forecast earlier 
Unless it stops declining in the 
second half of the year, Econo- 
mics hfinister Guenter Rexrctit 
has said. 

Leading economic ihirik-tonks 
and the main industrial lo'nby 
were even more pessimistic, 
saying that Germany's recession 
was ukely to last longer than 
expected and that there was little 
chance of even a moderate recov- 
ery until late next year. 

“An eronomic turnaround is 
not yet visible.. .the government 
exp^ the economy to pick up in 
the second half of this year." Mr. 
Rexrodt said in a speech to par- 
liament. 

“(But) should .he cconomyjiot 
see the turnaround, a de e fife of 
two per cent or more cannot be 
excluded,’* be added, referring to 
west Germany's gross domestic 
product (GDP). 

Official GDP data published 


earlier this month showed first 
quarter west German GDP fell 
1.5 per cent from the prerious 
qjarter to stand 3.2 cent 
below the same quarter last year. 

“In western Germany, the re- 
cession accelerated in the first 
quarter," Mr. Rexrodt said, 
adding that only stronger recov- 
ery in the globd economy could 
fuel a pick-up. 

Separately, a senior govern- 
ment source told reporters that 
the economy would not reach its 
lowest jsoint in the second quarter 
but said he was optimistic of a 
pick-up early next year. 

The source said pan-German 
unemployment would be between 
fouV and five million by the start 
of next year. The increase would 
be .largely in west Germany as 
ea s t w miany’s jobless figure 
hovers around 1.2 million. 

Data for May gave a west 
German jobless total of 2.15 mil- 
lion and 1.10 million for east 
Germany, not adjusted for sea- 


sonal variation. 

The government still provides 
separate statistics for east and 
west Germany in order to moni- 
tor the changes as the former 
communist east adjusts to west- 
ern maikets. 

Germany's leading industrial 
lobby, the Federation of German 
Industry (BDl). said the eco- 
nomy was still declining and that 
unless the government redirected 
its finance polides the recession 
could last longer than expected. 

“Even if the economic decline 
ends during the summer months, 
from industry's perspective it 
seems that a turnaround in the 
economy is no longer probable 
this year," it said . 

The federation warned the gov- 
ernment against introdudng new 
taxes. It said in 1994 alone, indus- 
try would be burdened by ^ 
billion marks (S13.4 billion) in 
new taxes and charges. 

The BDl said the slump was 
west Germany's wor<t recessiwi 


ever. In the key capital goods 
industiy alone there were 275,000 
fewer jobs in March than a year 
eariier. 

The Kiel-based TFW economic 
research institute, one of Ger- 
many's six leading economic 
think-tanks, said a recovery could 
begin in the spring of 1994 when 
the first effects of lower interest 
rates are expected to be felt. 

However, it would only be 
m^erate because of the govern- 
ment's failure to curb the wide- 
ning budget defidt and the plan- 
ned intTMuction of higher tax 
burdens on industry. 

“The state will not find the 
strength to make decisive cuts m 
expenditure and instead will dras- 
tically raise taxes and sodal 
secuniy diarges in order to nar- 
row the budget defidt.** it added. 

The Hamburg-based HWWA 
research institute said west Ger- 
many's recession would reverse 
the positive trend seen in east 
Germany recently.

TOKYO (AFP) — Japan's 'oig- 
gest supermarket operator, Daiei 
Inc., has announced it was taking 
over three affiliates in a share 
swap worth some 193 billion yen 
(S1.8 billion) at current market 
prices. 

“We decided that uniting them 
with Daiei was the best '.vay to 
survive severe basinew cenditfons." 
Daiei Chairman Isamu Nakauchi 


told reporters. Ddei curreritly 
itolds ^2 per cent of one of the 
three companies, Chujitsuya Co. 
Lid., a listed medium-sized su- 
permarket chain in the Tokyo 
area. It also hol^ 26 per cent of 
Uneed Daiei Co. Ltd., a super- 
market based on the southern 
island of Kyushu, and 1(X) per 
cent of Dainaha Co., Ltd., on 
Okinawa. 


The deal, involving the issue of 
almost 168 million Duei shares, 
will boost the parent company's 
sales from around 2,015 billion 
yen in the year to March to an 
estimated 2.600 billion. 

“We will promote an effident 
sales system and aeate a new 
organisation to meet changing 
soda] situations as well as con- 
sumer demand," Mr. Nakauchi 


said. 

Daiei suffered a 13 per cent 
slide in pre-tax earnings to 24 
billion yen in the year to March, 
its first such decline since 1972.

David 
Jones, an economist with Aubrey 
G. Lanston and Co., said. The 
U.S. economy “is recovering be- 
fore mher major economics" and 
fueling American appetites for 
foreign goods. 

At the same time, the weak 
economies of many U.S. trading 
partners are curbing their ability 
to purchase American products. 

“That's been a drag," Mr. 
Jones said. 


Japan, one trading partner with 
a flat economy, has reported that 
its trade surplus fell 0.1 per cent 
in May, the first decline in 29 
months. 

The drop from last year's levels 
included a 2.1 per cent decline in 
the surplus with the United 
States, the first in 14 months. 
Japan accounted for 59 per cent 
of America's merchandise trade 
defidt last year. 

The U.S. current account de- 
fidt peaked at S160.20 billion in 
1987 and then fell steadily each 
year until 1^1. when it totalled 
just $3.68 billion in part because 
of allied reimbursement of U.S. 
expenses in the Gulf war. 

But the gap began widening 
last year, reaching $62.45 billion, 
and many analysts believe it will 
top SJOO billion again this year. 

The commerce report said the 
merchandise trade defidt rose to 
S29.07 billion in the first quarter 
from $25.96 bilJion in the fourth. 

Exports fell to $111.63 billion 
from $113.99 billion. But imports 
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grew to $140.70 billion from 
§139.95 billion during the 
( 3 ctober-Dcccmber period. The 

defidt is the difference between 
exports and imports. 

The surplus in services totalled 
$14.62 billion, up from $13.43 
billion in the final three months 
of 1992. Receipts totalled $46.30 
billion, nearly half of which was 
for travel and passenger fares. 

Besides banking and travel, 
services include royalties, health 
care, insurance, telecommunica- 
tions, education, business and 
technological support and con- 
sulting. . 

Also partly offsetting the goods 
defidt was a $1.61 billion surplus 
in investment moome, compared 
to a fourth-quarter defidt of $806 
million. 

Income receipts on U.S. 
rose to $27.02 billion from $25.75 
billion. Income payments on 
foreign assets in the United States 
decreased to S25.40 billion from 
$26.56 billion, partly because of 
lower interest rates. 


Deng warns of ^severe’ 
rural trouble for China 


PEKING (AFP) — Senior leader 
£>eng Xiaoping has warned of 
sodS upheaval unless greater 
attention is paid to improving the 
Kving standard of Chiina's 900 
miiJion peasants, an official 
magazine has said. 

“If economic trouble occurs in 
the 1990s, it is very likely to be in 
agriculture,** Mr. Deng was 
quoted as saying by the weekly 
New Century. 

“If there s agricultural tr-'uble, 
the country would not recover for 
many years and the development 
of the overall economic and sodal 
situation would be severely 
affected,** the 88-ycar-old leader 
said. 

Rural unrest, including riots in 
some regions, have increased 
since the ruling Communist Party 
— in accordance with Mr. Deng's 
instructions — adopted a market 
economy Last year. 

Tltc discontent is in large part 
due to abuse by local offiaals, 
who have either levied dozens of 
unauthorised taxes on farmers or 
diverted agricultural funds for 
personal gain — leaving fanners 
with IOU.<i for their crops. 

Market price refonn has also 
raised farmers' expenses and 
caused incomes to stagnate, 
further aggravating the growing 
wealth gap in China that has left 
the inland areas lagging far be- 
hind the booming coast. 

The magazine did not say when 
Deng made the warning, but 
authoritative agricultural orodals 
say that the senior leader also 
said recently that China faced 
sodal instability if agriculture was 
ignored. 

With four of every five Chinese 
living in the countr^de. the au- 
thorities can ill afford to anger 
farmers. Rural support carried 
the Kimmunists to p(^r in 1949. 
but recent developments appear 
to have diminished that support. 

“The weight of the burden on 
fanners has exceeded what they 


can tolerate," New Century said. 

As a result, it added, relations 
between local officials and 
peasants were “extremely 
strained.” 

Signs of rural unrest have be- 
come more prominent this year 
and have been exacerbated by 
widespread drought. Hundreds of 
thousands of farmers, mean- 
while, have poured into dries, 
disrupting urltan sodal order to 
varying degrees. 

I^lier this month, hundreds of 
peasants in Mr. Deng's native 
Sichuan province — irate at being 
overta.v^ for a new highway — 
attacked government offices, tor- 
ched vehicles and smashed prop- 
erty. Chinese sources said. 

Unrest has also been reported 
in several other provinces. 

In a damning expose, the 
magazine equat^ the current 
situation to ^ina before the 19^ 
communist revolution, when cor- 
rupt nationalist offidals laid the 
seeds for their own demise by 
overtaxing peasants. 

It reptm^ dissent within the 
Communist Party, quoting one 
village party secretary as conde- 
mning tberpresent'seate of affairs; 

“In the past, we used to say 
- that the Kuomintang levied a lot 
of taxes and the Communist Party 
held a lot of meetings. Now it's 
different, the party does both,” 
the leader said. 

The wave of comipiion sweep- 
ing rural China has also aroused 
the ire of some army units, with 
officers and troops writing to the 
authorities to demand that some- 
thing be done, the magazine said. 
Most recruits come from the 
countryside and their families 
have .suffered from official 
abuses. 

Farmers in some areas were 
locking themselves inside their 
liomcs every time offidals came 
to collect taxes, the report said, 
adding that local govcrnmenis 
had created dozens of new taxes 
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Now firrango tho circled letters to 
form the fuiriirloo answer, as sug- 
posted by the above cartoon. 
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to pad their pockets, splurge on 
banquets or take holiday. 

The central governrnent has 
issued numerous directives ban- 
ning taxes from exceeding five 
per cent of a farmer's annual 
income, but regional govern- 
ments continue to ignore them. 

Some local offidals had even 
set un their own protection rack- 
ets, hiring thugs to enforce their 
wili, sometimes by violence. 

Agriculture Minister IJu Jiang 
said the government will forge 
ahead with market reforms in the 
ChiTiese countryside despite a 
host of problems. 


MOSCOW (R) — Russian state 
international airline Aeroflot 
needs $1.2 billion to help replace 
its ageing fleet of noisy 
guzzling airimers, a senior offid^ • 
has said. ... 

“One of OUT mam pnoniies s 
modernising our fleet — wc have 
to replace 50 airliners in Ae very 
near future,” Aeroflot interna- 
tional commerdal head Vladimir 
Tikhonov told a conference on 
upgrading Russia’s transport net- 
work. 

“Our planes do not meet new 
noise requirements due to come 
into force in 1995 and this could 
push us to the verge of bankrapt- 
cy," he said. “We need serious 
investment — 1.2 billion.” 

Aeroflot, formerly the Soviet 
state airline, died a huge fleet of 
.domestic airiineTS after the com- 
munist monolith collapsed and 
now flies only international,'^ 
routes. 

It runs 109 planes, all of them 
Soviet-made except for five W^- 
ern Airbus A-310 wide-bo<fied 
jets. 

“Aeroflot can survive, but 
without the support and help of 
the international community it 
will be difficult," Mr. Tikhonov 
said. He did not specify wbedier 
the airline would buy Western 
jets or the new generation of 
Russian planes. 

“We need to invest now — it 
would be a mistake to wait for 
political and economic stabilisa- 
tion in Russia because this wcri't 
happen for some time,'* he' 
pointed out. 

The airline wants to start priva-v 
tising itself by the end of this year> 
and Mr. Tikhonov said the gov- 
ernment would hold a 50 per cent 
stake for the first five years. 

“This could then be sold, po^* 
ibiy to foreign investors,” he said. '

Gulf states 
ask Japan 
for more 
investment 

TOKYO (AFP) — Six Gulf na- 
tions called on Japan Friday for 
more investment to stimulate 
their industrial restructuring, 
Japaoe« foreign ministry om- 
ci^ said. 

The six-nation Gulf Coopera- 
tion Couttdl (GCQ made the 
request at the third round of the 
Japan-GCC consultatioRS, which 
was held here following the 
second meeting in Riyadh in 
1990. 

The foreign ministry accepted 
the request, sa)ring it would help 
the Japanese private sector ex- 
tend investment to GCC mem- 
bers Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
Bahrain, Oman, Qatar and the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE). 

The GCC delegation was 
beaded by Mamon Kurdi, coordi- 
nator general for GCC negotia- 
tion, while die Japanese side was 
represented by Kunifaiko Saito, a 
dqnity foreign minister. 

At tbe meeting, they agreed to 
arrange disenssions between pri- 
vate sectors from both sides as 
earty as tbe end of the year, tbe 
officials said. 

Meanwhile, Japan called on its 
main crude oil supplier to pledge 
a stable oil supply. Tbe six GCC 
members exported about 2.7 mil- 
lioD barrels per day to Japan last 
year. 

J^an has sought to boost rela- 
tions with GCC countries in a bid 
to ensure stable crude supplies in 
view of its increasing reliance on 
Gulf oil. 


$1.6 billion lapses 
in a memory lapse 
of Kuwaiti official 

KUWAIT (R) ~ A Kuwaiti ofRdal questioned over the disappear- 
ance of 510 million dinars ($1.6 billion) in public money said he could 
not recall where it had gone. 

Newsp^im reporting a briefing by parliament spe^er Ahmad A1 
Saadoun, did not name the official involved or his function. 

‘i cannot remember where the money went," Sheikh Saadoun 
quoted the offidal as saying according to the newspapers. 

Opposition veteran Saadoun indicated the offidal was being 
question^ during a probe into allegations of fraud at home and 
abroad in the management of Kuwaiti pubhc funds. 

The London-based Kuwait Investment Office (KIO) is suing 
former executives and advisers over alleged fraud and mismanage- 
ment following losses of $4 billion in Spmn. 

The KIO manages a worldwide investment portfolio meant to 
sustain Kuwaitis when their country’s oil runs out. 

SUieikh Saadoun said one of the most important achievements of 
the recently-revived parliament had tieen the enactment in February 
of a law aimed at protecting public funds. 


Arab stock markets 
linked this year

ABU DRABl (AFP) — Stock 
markets in the Arab World will 
be linked for the first time when 
an ambitious data base project is 
completed by the Arab Monetary 
Fund (AMF) this year, the AMF 
said in a report. 

The project is part of a drive by 
the Abu Dhabi-based AMF to 
develop regional stock markets to 
attract overseas Arab investment, 
estimated at $670 billion, tiie 
AMF said. 

It was launched in 1987 but was 
held up by the Gulf war, which 
split the 21-nation Arab League 
and damaged the region's biggest 
stock market m Kuwait. 

“The fund has resumed work 
to finish arrangements associated 
with the data base system, which 
will be operated this year," the 
report said. "Tbe system is in- 


tended to gather and analyse 
information about Arab stock 
markets and publish them reg- 
ularly. This will establish a link 
among such markets, identify in- 
vestment opportunities and acti- 
vate operations." 

According to the report, 10 
Arab states have formal stock 
exchanges, in which 1,063 com- 
panies and banks operate with a 
capitalisation of around $30.2 bil- 
lion. But the figure does not 
include the Kuwaiti market, 
which had a capitalisation of $10 
billion before the 1990 Iraqi inva- 
sion. 

The AMF was created in 1976 
to help member states tackle a 
persistent balance of payments 
deficit but in the past five years it 
has started to focus on supporting 
reforms after their economic 


problems continued to worsen. 

It also wants to develop ex- 
isting stock markets and encour- ’ ^ 
age members without formal ex - ■ 
changes to open floors to boost 
national savings and ensure the ' 
success of privatisation within the ' * 
reform programmes. 

The Arab countries which have 
official floQrs are Jordan,.' 
Bahrain, Tunisia, Oman, Kuwait, . 
Lebanon, Egypt, Morocco, Iraq 
and Syria. 

Tlie AMF report said the com- 
puterised data base would cover* , 
other Arab states once they 
establish markets. But it added 
those projects needed time in 
such countries as war-hit Sudan . 
and Somalia as well as Libya and 
Mauritania, where the public sec- 
tor still dominates economic 
activity. 


Official sees Gulf common market in few years 


ABU DHABI (AFP) — Gulf 
Arab states will fulfill their dream 
of a common market in a few 
years when their national curren- 
cies are aligned, stock markets 
linked and customs barriers tom 
down, a Gulf offidal said Tli^ 
day. 

“There are sincere intentions 
in tbe GCC member states to 
achieve economic integration and 
establish a common market," 
Mohammad Ai Mulla, secret^ 
eraeral of the Gulf CMperation 
Coundi (GCC) Federateion of 
Chambers of Oxnmerce and In- 
dustry, told AFP here. 

“My feeling is that the market 
will see light in a few years." he 
said during a GCC seminar. 

A common market is stipulated 
in the economic agreement 


signed in 1992 by GCC states of 
Sandi /\rabia, Bahrain, Kuwait, 
Oman, Qatar and the United 
Arab Emirates (UAE). 

GCC offidals say they have 
made headway, but more work 
remains to bridge tbe current 
and customs gap. 

GCC finance ministers will 
hold more talks on currently 
alitenment this year while their 
leaders will disc^ proposals for 
a unified customs tariff on foreign 
imports of eight to 10 per cent. 
Sud tariffs currently vary be- 
tween four and 20 per cent 

“Tbe bolding of this seminar is 
in response to growing public 
demands to accelerate tbe imple- 
mentation of the remaining arti- 
cles of the 1982 economic agree- 
ment and reach a cotrunon mar- 


ket,” Mulla said. ‘The GCC uni- 
ty and cohesion during tbe Iraqi 
aggression against Kuwait will 
help adiieve that goal." 

He said the seminar was part of 
a campaign by the private sector 
to pr^ for GCC economic in- 
tegration, and siinilar meetings 
would be held in future. 

“Tbe private sector will be an 
instrument of pressure and en- 
couragement to spur govern- 
ments on that project," he added. 

Addressins the symporium, en- 
titled “GCC... Without Bar- 
riers," GCC Secretary General 
Fahim AJ Qassimi said closer 
economic links among rpember 
states would strengthen their 
position in negotiations with 
world economic blocs. 

He said unfriementation of die 


1982 ^reement was slow, but it 
would eventually lead to a com- 
mon Gulf market “with more 
than 20 million consumers and 
strong purchasing power." 

Most GCC membrs boosted 
spendng in 1993 after they com- 
pleted payment of the Gulf war 
costs of more than $50 million. 
Tot^ GCC expenditure was pro- 
ject^ at t^ion in 1993 com- 
pared with 76 billion in 1991. 

Sheikh Qnwaiz said the in- 
crease in world oil demand would 
help cut deficits in the GCC 
budgets and balances of pay^ 
ments, which have perristed since 
oil prices began to climb down in 
the past deoule. 

“Among the signs of economic 
improvement in the GCC are an 


increase in the capacity of indust- . 
rial ura'ts, better performance by 
regional banks and the return of 
part of the overseas funds," he 
told the seminar on trade barriers 
in the 12-year-old economic and : 
defence alliance. 

'Tn Saudi Arabia alone, ■ 
around f2S biUion have returned.

"We have a participant here 
who is not prei»red to suspcmd 
the armed stmg^, . . (and who is) 
negotiating on one side and pro- 
ce^Jing with the armexl stru^e 
on the other," Mr. Meyer said. 

A South African police spokes- 
woman here said officers bad 
been killed on doty so far diis 
v^.

Meanwhile, Zuhj leader Man- 
gosuthu Buthelezi said Friday be 
believed in a federal system for a 
democratic South Africa and 
warned civil war mij^t be die 
only option if this goal was de- 
nied. 

The head of the Zulu-based 
Inkatha Freedom Parw (IFF) 
said more violence would result if 
President De Klerk's government 
and Nelson Mandela’s ANC tried 
to railroad a unitary state throu^ 
constitutional negotiations. 

“I have never betieved in vio- 
lence, 1 never accepted violence 
as a way of solving problems. But 
what will be will be," he told 
foreign correspondents. 

Asked if he was prepared to 
lead his people in revolt, he 
replied: "If it is the only option, 
to lead my people throi^ these 
dark waters, then it will be the 
option I will follow." 

Mr. Buthelezi also said he was 
not committed in any way to an 
election on April 27. as ^eed by 
most participants in 26-party 
democracy talks. 

He cited the post-election civil 
war in Angola and said; "A date 
for an election and the election 
itself is not a magic wand. 

"We are definitely not commit- 
ted and we are not bound by it." 

South Africa's six million Zulus 
are the biggest single ethnic 
^oup. Their loyalties are be- 
Ueved split between the African 
National Congress (ANC) and 
Inkatha. 

Loyalists have been fighting a 
low-intensity civil war for eight 
years, in which at least 15.000 
people have been killed. 

The IFF and five other black 
and right-wing white groups 
walked out of democracy talks 
Tuesday protesting their demand 
for a federal system in post- 
apartheid South Africa was beii^ 
pushed aside by the ANC and the 
government, the two major play- 
ers. 

Mr. Buthelezi told the Foreign 
Correspondents Assodation over 
breakfast Friday that federalism 
offered the only peaceful solution 
for South Africa's diverse peo- 
ples. 

He said Inkatha must be part of 
any consensus at the talks on the 
form of a future state. 

“If they go without us, it is a 
recipe for civil war," he said.

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Azeri president flees Baku; 
ex- party leader takes over 


BAKU (Agencies) — Azerbai- 
jan's legally elected president 
stepped dowm and left Baku Fri- 
day, a day after rebels said they 
would continue mardiing on the 
capital until he resigned. 

Prerident Abnlfoz Eldbey's de- 
parture was announced on 
national television by former 
state communist boss Geidar 
Aliyev who, as parliament speak- 
er, took power. Mr. Eldbey's 
office said the president did not 
submit his resignation or give 
control to Mr. Aliyev. 

“Geidar Aliyev has given him- 
self authority." said Arif Fetu- 
mov, leader of Mr. Eldbey's 
Popular Front. “Eldbey did not 
transfer authority to Aliyev and, 
God willing, will come back." 

Bur Mr. Aliyev, speaker of 
Azerbaijan’s parliament, denied 
that he had ousted Mr. Eldbey, 
saying he was only acting tempor- 
arily on the president's behalf. 

“President Eledbey is still the 
president. President Eldbey has 
not resigned and I have only 
assumed authority to act on his 
behalf," Mr. Alilyev smd in an 
address to the national assembly 
carried live on Azerbaijani radio. 

Mr. Eldbey fled Baku during 
the previous night and the Azer- 
baijani news agency Turana 
quoted Mr. Aliyev as saying that 
be was acting on behalf of the 
president “only during his abs- 
ence" from the capital. 

Mr. Aliyev’s remarks append 
a climb-down from his assertion 
earlier Friday that he was 
“assuming the responsibilities 
and duties as head of state in line 
with provisions of the constitu- 
tion." 


Mr. Eldbey was reported to 
have fled to hts native republic of 
Nakhidievan. an Azerbaijani en- 
clave sandvri^ed between Arme- 
nia, Turkey and Tran, and Mr. 
Aliyev told the legislature that 
the president was still in Azerbai- 
jan. 

Mr. Aliyev, the Communist 
Party leader in Azerbaijan during 
the Brezhnev era, noted that Mr. 
IBdbey had not resigned and said 
be favoured resolving the politic- 
al crisis in the country through 
dialogue. 

Mr. Aliyev’s remarks to the 
assembly came as Turkey conde- 
mned the political developments 
in Baku, where it said there was a 
“vacancy power" following 
Mr. Elabey’s flight. 

The apparent change in gov- 
ernment was the second for Azer- 
baijan since die So^et collapse in 
December 1991, and made Mr. 
Bdbey the third leader of a 
former Soviet republic to be 
forced from power, after Georgia 
and Tajikistan. 

Mr. Eldbey’s authority in the 
republic of seven million people 
has been weakened by a string of 
military defeats in the frve-year- 
old war with Armenia over 
Nagorno-Karabakh, an ethnic 
Airaenian enclave in Azerbaijan. 
The conflict has claimed 
thousands of lives and driven 
hundreds of thousands of people 
from their homes in Armenia and 
Azerbaijan. 

For the past two weeks, the 
government has been fighting a 
rebellion led by Surat Huseynov, 
a former army colonel demoted 
by Mr. Eldbey eartier this year in 
a disagreement about the war. 


Mr. Huseynov's estimated 
45,000 fighteis advanced to 100 
kilometres east of Baku a few 
days ago and generally have held 
that line. But Col. Huseynov 
warned that bis troops would 
continue advandng on the capital 
until Eldbey stepped down. 

Russian Parliament Speaker 
Ruslan Khasbulatov said that 
Moscow had no part in the poli- 
tical turmoil in Azerbdjan. 


“1 can definitely say that Rus- 
sia is not involved in any action in 
this direction." he told Turkey’s 
Anatolia news agency in Istan- 
bul, where he is attending a par- 
liamentary meeting of the 11- 
nation Black Sea economic coop- 
eration pact. 

“What we want is Azerbaijan’s 
stability. We are doing nothing 
against (the Azeri administra- 
tion) or concerning it. We have 
no activity whatsoever," Mr. 
Khasbulatov declared. 

Turkey's acting Prime Minister 
Erdal Inonu said the announce- 
ment by Mr. Aliyev that he had 
taken over as pi^dent was un- 
democratic and unconstitutional, 
and we pointedly referred to the 
new Azerbaijani strongman as an 
“interim" head of state. 


“It is not acceptable in the 
civilised world to diange legal 
governments by acts of rebel- 
Son,” Mr. Inonu said. 


Mr. Eldbey's apparent fall has 
been welcomed by Iran, whose 


fundamentalist system is re- 
garded as the main competitor to 
secular Turkey for influence 
among the central Asian states 
emerging from the collapsed 
Soviet Union.

The reply, read 
out 1^ Junior Foreign Minister Roger Romani, said France wanted 
to help develop the Caribbean island’s economy, bat added that

Chabrol was con- 
victed of the July 1991 rape and murder of Melissa Harrington in 
his Chesapeake home.

The thing is that some 
people must take risks and accept 
responsibility in this period. 

“I am one of them." said the 
58-year-old deric. 

Rafeanjani won 62.9 per 
cent of the votes cast, down from 
94.5 per cent in and the 
lowest for the winner in any of 
the six presidential races since the 
1979 Islamic revolution. 

The turnout of 57 per cent was 
also a record low — although Mr. 
Raftanjani stressed that it was 
still hi^er than the normal turn- 
out in the United States and other 
Western democradcs.

Clinton 
plans to 
curb illegal 

immi gration 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
dent Bill Clinton Friday 
announced a U.S. government 
crackdown on smuggling of illegal 
immigrants by crime syndica^. 
It included efforts to combat im- 
migrant smuggling at the source 
sending home more of those 
reach the United States. 

“Deterring this transp^ in hu- 
man cargo is a priority issue for 
the Qinton administration, the 
White House said in a statement. 

Mr. Qinton also announced 
plans to nominate Doris Meiss- 
ner, a former Justice Department 
Immigration official, to ^rve_ as 
commissioner of the Immi^tion 
and Naturalisation Service (INS). 

“We cannot afford to lose con- 
trol of our own bordere," Mr. 
Qinton said. “Immigration must 
be priority for this administra- 
tion." 

With the new effort to combat 
smugging, “the United States 
signals its abhorrence of the traf- 
fickinga in human beings for pro- 
fit and its determination to com- 
bat this illegal activity.” Mr. Qin- 
ton said. “At the same time, we 
reaffirm our commitment to safe- 
guarding the protection of bona- 
fide refugees. 

The new plan is designed to: 

— Strengthen law enforcement 
efforts to combat alien smugging, 
indoding making alien smugglers 
subjea to tough racketeering 
laws. 

— Combat smuggling opera- 
tions at their source, worlnng 
with source nations to stop mme 
syndicate smu^ling operations. 

— New measures to intercept 
smugging ships in transit. 

— Greater effort to detain 
aliens who are smuggled into the 
United States. 

The anti-smuggling initiative, 
drawn up by the National Secur- 
ity ^uncil and other law en- 
forcement agencies, aimed at 
stoi^nng the flow of illegal im- 
migrants from their home coun- 
tries and discouraging their trans- 
port to the Unitra States.

Islam," the King said. 

Most of the refugees who 
arrived in Amman Friday had 
been held in Serb-controlled 
detention camps before being 
released following an interna- 
tional outcry over the prisons 
reminiscent of Nazi camps dur- 
ing Worid War II. 

Christian Serbs, trying to 
seize as much territory follow- 
ing the coUapse of the Yugos- 
lav republic last year and the 
proclaimed of splinter repub- 
lics in the Balkans, are accused 
of “ethnic cleansing' of Mu.^ 
lims, including summary ex- 
ecutions, rape and torture of 
civilians. 

Some of the refugees who 
wore wandering Friday in the 
coirkfors of Uk Umm Teen 
government school in Joffch 
appeared dazed and haunted, 
and officials said they were still 
under the trauma of their ex- 
perience in Serb hands. 

“Most of them arc trauma- 
tised," said one official. 

The story of Loriz Hazim. a 
46-year-old soldier in the Bos- 


nian anny, appeard to ponray

Fugees. 

Mr. Hazim, a native of Kijic 
viUage in Bosnia-Herzegovina, 
said he was taken from his 
home and detained for five 
months in a Serb' prison before 
•being released in October 
1992. He was reunited with his 
wife and teenage daughter in 
Croatia. The three flew 
together to Amman Friday. 

“We were over 5.000 people 
in the (detation) camp, which 
was originany a stabfe.” he 
told the Jordan Times. “An 
average of 10 to 15 were ex- 
ecuted every day." 

“Torture was a way of life in 
the camp," said Mr. Hazim. 
showing his deformed fingers 
and tapping hts chest and fore- 
head. “My skull vfx, fractured 
and five of my ribs were 
broken. I havbe difficulty in 
hearing." 

Mr. Hazim was among a few 
hundreds who were released 
after humanitarian organisa- 
tions. spurred by tnternalional 
television reports.^ raised an 
oulcrv over Serb*" detention 


camps. 

“Hte Manjaca camp was 
levelled to earth, but its in- 
mates •— or those who survived- 
the ordeal — were transferred 


to other detention centres," 
Mr. Hazim said. 

Speaking through volunteer 
NaUi Nazzar. a Yug<»lav- 
cducated Jordanian physician, 
Mr. Hazim said: “I now feel 
like a very old man." 

He said he had lost track of 
his two brothers and sister as 
well as of all members of his 
wife's family, 

“We don't know where they 
are, whether they are alive or 
dead." he said. 

Mr. Hazim said he has 
moved by the hospitality that 
Jordan was offering him and 
his family. 

“I hope to return home soon 
and that I will be able to 
reciprocate for the kindness of 
Jordan." 

Crown Prince Hassan, the 
Regent, accompanied by His 
Royal Highness Prince Faisal, 
Chief Chamberlain Prince 
Ra’d Ben 21eid, acting Prime 
Minister Ma'an Abu Nowar, 
Royal Court advisor Izzcddine 
Khatib AI Tamimi, Minister of 
Awqaf and Islamic Affairs 
Abdul Salam Abbadi and 
other senior officials, wel- 
comed the refugees at Amman 
airport. 

The refugees were flown 
aboard an RJ plane, which 
flew to Zagreb Thursday even- 
ing after completing a regular 
fl}{^t to Paris. 

Jordan has contributed over 
l,(Xi0 members of its security 
forces to the U.N. peacekeep- 
ing operations in former 
Yugoslavia. It has also sent 
several shipments of relief sup- 
plies. 

King Hussein was the second 
head of state to visit the strife- 
torn area in September 1992. 
Crown Prince Hassan visited 
the area twice in the last eight 
months. 

The Joffch school will serve 
as temporary home for all the 
420 Bosnians expected in Jor- 
dan. relief offiaals said. 

Most basic amenities, in- 
cluding funii^d kitchens and 
clinics, arc available in the 
building in addition 10 televi- 
sion and radio. 

Families are accommodated 
in partitioned segments of das- 
srooms. Many Jordanians who 
have had ihcir education in 
Yugoslavia and therefore 
speak the language have volun- 
teered to help the refugees.
